Rick Nowell has noticed a dramatic change in his son, Claus,
since Claus began training and competing as a member of the Lit-
tle Traverse Bay Boxing Club based out of the Native Way IT gym
in Harbor Springs, MI.

“It’s a good way for him to get his energy out the right way,
not the wrong way,” Rick said. “He’s more focused and disci-
plined now. He’s not as moody because he takes his anxieties out
here.

“He had never boxed before coming here. He was unco-
ordinated and couldn’t punch well when he first started. It’s
amazing how much he’s changed since then. He knows if he
works hard at it, he can go a long way in the sport.”

So far, it has taken Claus, who boxes in the super heavyweight
division (201 pounds and up), to the 2010 USA Boxing Junior

National Championships held June 14-19, 2010. He went three
rounds with the eventual super heavyweight champion, Ryan
Watson, of Duluth, MN.

“It was a great experience;” said Claus, the Class A Michigan
super heavyweight state and regional champion. “It was great to
see other boxers on the national level. It was a good learning ex-

who volunteer their
time, coach approximately
25 male and female boxers (85%

are Native American) at the club. Practices are held four times a
week for 1-¥2 or two hours. Boxers from the club participate in ap-
proximately seven competitions a year.

“The club would not be anything without them,” Rick said
of Houle and Samuels. “They are the heart and soul of the club.
They are both awesome. They love the kids. Without them, this
wouldn’t happen.”

Claus said he and the other boxers couldn’t ask for better
coaches.

“They are extremely supportive of all of us,” Claus said.
“Terry has so much experience in martial arts and boxing. Brad
was an amazing boxer. We have great team camaraderie even
though you compete as an individual”

Claus’ older sisters, Amber and Yarrow, have also taken up
the sport. Amber wants to box competitively, and Yarrow comes
for the workout.

“The girls do it more for the exercise,” Rick said. “Claus is

Because of his size (6-foot-2 and 238 pounds), people
have always wanted him to wrestle and play football, but he is
focusing on boxing. He is 2-4 in his boxing career.

“I'was in a little bit of trouble, and boxing helped turn me
around,” Claus said. “Society doesn’t want you to be a violent

person, and it helps with controlling your anger. It’s a good
thing to do.”
Claus started training approximately 19 months
ago under coaches Brad Houle and Terry Samuels.
“He came in a little bit pudgy and very awkward
with his left hand, but he is one lean guy now;” Houle
said. “He’s like a piece of lightning off a big black
thunderstorm. He’s matured a lot
and sets a good example.”

Michael Marchenko, 7, joined the club in June 2010. His
mother, Oksana Marchenko, said Michael is a very active boy, and
that she wanted to find a way for him to use his energy in the right
way.

“It was hard for him at the beginning because he used to get
very tired, but he does much better now;” Oksana said. “It keeps

him active and busy. He enjoys it and asks every day if we are go-
ing boxing. He went to Chicago (IL) to see a live boxing com-
petition, and it impressed him. He’s excited because he can box
competitively when he is 8

Oksana said she wanted her son to try boxing because it is
ayear-round spot. Michael also plays golf.

“He is becoming physically stronger, and he is more organ-
ized and patient now;” Oksana said. “I plan to continue bringing

him as long as he enjoys it. He likes being around the other kids.

It makes him feel special that he boxes.”

Houle, who is a social worker and runs a home for boys, had
wanted to start a boxing club for three years, and he talked to Joe
Lucier, who was then the LTBB Youth Services Coordinator.
Lucier talked to Samuels, the LTBB Medical Director, and LTBB
made room for the club at the Native Way II gym.

“T am extremely grateful to the tribe for al-
lowing us to train here,” said Houle, who plans on
attending Andrews University in the fall to pur-
sue a Masters degree. “They welcomed us.”

The Native Way II gym has punching bags,
but not a boxing ring.

“Right now, their only exposure to the
ring is in matches,” Houle said. “It would help
the kids a lot if they could train in a ring here.
But, it’s a very expensive sport, and we'd need

to do fundraisers to pay for a ring.”
Claus said it was a challenge to get used
to boxing in the ring.
“It was difficult getting used to the
ropes;” Claus said.

GREETINGS FROM THE LTBB ELDERS Procrau

It’s been a super start to a great
spring and summer; we finally got
much needed rain.

It’s been a busy time, but I
wanted to share some pointers from
LaVonne Fox from Native Aging Vi-
sions - a resource for Native elders.

One of the things I have been
working on for quite some time has
been an “age in place” study for our
elders. A needs assessment is required
before we apply for the next three
year cycle of funding. We will be con-
tacting those elders who live in the
immediate area soon.

I wanted to offer some things
you should keep in mind when living
alone. For the majority of Native
American elders, living at home is
their preference and, in most cases, is
the preference of their families. The
main reason elders have to leave their
homes is because they have fallen and
hurt themselves.

There are simple changes you can
make in your home that will make
living at home safer and more com-
fortable. Increase lighting through-

out your home. When light bulbs
burn out, replace them immediately,
especially the lights over the counters
and the stove in the kitchen, and in
the bathroom, on porches and side-
walks. Walk safely. Remove all rugs

you could slip or trip on. Make your
bathroom safer. Install grab bars
around the bathtub and toilet; they
are well worth the effort. Make your
kitchen safer. Put the main pots and

pans, and groceries on the shelves that
are casiest for you to reach. General
Safety. Make sure there are smoke and
carbon monoxide detectors on each
floor and outside each bedroom. Try
to exercise or stay active, so you can
keep your strength up. Know when
you cannot do something safely, and
ask for help. These are just a few ideas
and suggestions that can help make
you and your home safer. Falls are the
leading cause of injury for people over
the age of 65 years. Making a few
changes can help you prevent a fall.
These ideas are not medical advice.
To discuss your particular problem or
condition, consult with your doctor.

Keep this thought in mind, keep
your home safe, and enjoy the re-
mainder of the summer.

get used to being in the ring.”
Houle boxed from the age of 14

to 26 and compiled a 111-2 career

record. During his career, he was a

three-time Golden Gloves Wisconsin
state champion, a semifinalist for the
1972 U.S. Olympic team and an All-
Marine boxer.

and discipline, and they learn to be
more productive citizens,” Houle
said. “What they learn through box-
ing, they will carry out throughout
the rest of their lives.

“They walk away from fights in-
stead of engaging in them. It also
builds self-esteem.”

Here are some alarming statistics
from the US. Department of Health
and Human Services’ Indian Health
Service regarding diabetes in the Na-
tive community: American Indians
and Alaska Natives are 2.2 times more
likely to have diabetes compared to
non-Hispanic whites, there was a 68%
increase in diabetes from 1994 to
2004 in American Indian and Alaska
Native youth aged 15-19 years, an es-
timated 30% of American Indians and
Alaska Natives have pre-diabetes and
95% of American Indians and Alaska
Natives with diabetes have type 2 di-
abetes as opposed to type 1 diabetes.

Type 2 dia-
betes is the most
common form of
diabetes.

In type 2 dia-
betes, either the
body does not pro-
duce enough in-
sulin or the cells ig-
nore the insulin.
Insulin is necessary
for the body to be
able to use glucose
for energy. When you eat food, the
body breaks down all of the sugars
and starches into glucose, which is the
basic fuel for the cells in the body.

Insulin takes the sugar from the
blood into the cells. When glucose
builds up in the blood instead of go-
ing into cells, it can cause two prob-
lems: Right away, your cells may be
starved for energy and over time, high
blood glucose levels may hurt your
eyes, kidneys, nerves or heart.

To help educate the Native com-

munity about diabetes and to develop
programs designed to improve the
health of American Indians and
Alaska Natives, the Centers for Dis-
ease Control and Prevention’s Divi-
sion of Diabetes Translation estab-
lished the Native Diabetes Wellness
Program in 2004.

Through the Native Diabetes
Wellness Program, the Eagle books
series, which emphasizes being physi-
cally active, eating healthy foods,
learning from elders about health and
preventing type 2 diabetes, was devel-
oped.

The LTBB Cultural Library, lo-
cated in the Education Department at
the LTBB Governmental Center in
Harbor Springs, MI, has all four
books in the series.
LTBB Tribal Citi-
zens can check out
the books for three
weeks.

The purpose of
the series is to help

several important
messages about dia-
betes and being
healthy: Traditional
lifestyles of Ameri-
can Indians and Alaska Natives may

College.

Marie “Tootsie” Miller and Jeff
Gokee graduated in May 2010 with
their New Media certificate of develop-

ment.

Tootsie wanted to take the New

Media classes because she wanted to bet-
ter understand what her daughters do in
their photography business. She also felt
it would help her get her years of pho-
tographs and videos in order.

Jeff said he chose to go into New
Media because of his interest in videog-
raphy.

“Ilike to film, and I like to edit, Jeff
explained.

Jeft’s favorite aspect of the New
Media program was getting to use the
software at the LTBB Governmental
Center in Harbor Springs, ML

“The Mac computers are kind of
hard to get used to, but when you do,
they're quite nice]” Jeff said. “Editing with

Final Cut is pretty cool too; there’s just
so much you can do with it, everything
from green-screening to video layering.”

Tootsie loved the convenience of
the program.

“Tloved the hours that classes were
made available, and I especially liked the
computer lab here at the tribal govern-
ment site! It was very convenient, and
the instructors were so patient with me”

She valued that her instructors
took into consideration the wide range
of abilities and age differences of the stu-
dents when planning their presentations.

Up next for Jeff: “T'd like to fur-
ther my education for sure. It’s hard to
come by a high paying job in this area.”

And, what is on the horizon for
Tootsie?

“I will FINALLY be able to put
together the books I wrote for my chil-
dren; now, I will use the same stories for
my banoogies, but illustrate them on the
computer.”

Anishinaabe Culture is a class all
three students enjoyed.

The instructor “asked my thoughts
on things that were presented, and that
gave some of us elders in the class ‘own-
ership’ to the materials taught,” Tootsie
said.

For Jeff, “It was quite interesting to
learn about my ancestry and some of the
things that went on.”

Karen is teaching what she learned
from the class to her granddaughter (an
LTBB Tribal Citizen): “The trip to Mt.
Pleasant (Michigan to the Ziibiwing
Center) was an educational experience
that I would like to take my kids and
grandkids to see.”

This class, available forany NCMC
student, provides a great outlet for Na-
tive and non-Natives students to learn
about Anishinaabe culture.

“Many Native guest speakers were
utilized, and books by Native authors
were introduced, which was helpful as
many non-Natives do not know what
and who we are all about,” Tootsie ex-
plained.

All three were WOCTEP students

— a program designed to provide addi-
tional resources and services to students
enrolled in the New Media certificate
of development.

As a WOCTEP student, Jeft
thought it was beneficial to have early
registration for his classes and liked that
classes were “close to home.”

Tootsie liked “the first-hand expe-
rience with a counselor who helped
through all the processes of filling out
forms.”

From the Desk of the Trihal Chairman Ken Harrington

Aanii tribal citizens, congratula-
tions to our youth, Youth Services Co-
ordinator and volunteers who partici-
pated in the annual LTBB Jiimaan
Journey held June 22-26, 2010.

I paddled in the final leg of the
journey which covered more than 60
miles on our inland waterways from
Crooked Lake in Conway, M, to Lake
Huron in Cheboygan, MI. This year,
the journey was a true test for our
youth. They paddled in the rain, they
played in the rain, and they slept in
the rain, soaked tents and sleeping
bags. They gutted it out. The night be-
fore the last leg, our Youth Services
Coordinator offered to canoe the final
day, but our courageous youth insisted
on paddling the final day. We rolled
the jiimaan over and dumped out the
rain water and finished together. There
were two jiimaan this year and 26
youth.

The Michigan Indian Family
Olympics is scheduled to be held at
Bennett Field in Mt. Pleasant, M1, on
July 30,2010, and LTBB is defending
its title from last year. This will be a fun
family event.

Our Legal Attorney and Prose-
cutor requested a meeting for the

Chairman to meet with the State of
Michigan Director of Human Serv-
ices in Lansing, MIL. The purpose of
the meeting was to protect our chil-
dren affected by the Indian Child Wel-
fare Act (ICWA). Our tribe has a well-
established program, but has
experienced a great deal of interfer-
ence from the Michigan Child Welfare
Association (MICWA). While the in-
tent of MICWA was sincere, the meet-
ing was successful in creating policy
changes in MICWA and the Director
of Human Services has made signifi-
cant strides to correct the MICWA
interference with our Child Court
cases.

On June 28, 2010, the annual
meeting with the US. Attorney Gen-
eral Don Davis, tribal attorney liaison
Jeff Davis, FBI, DEA and other gov-
ernment officials was held in the Tribal
Courtroom. This forum with the U.S.
Attorney General provides for West-
ern Michigan tribes and U.S. govern-
ment officials insight on various tribal
issues.

We were provided a presentation
by Indian Health Services (IHS)
which discussed a National Health
Board for the Bemidji Area IHS clin-

ics. There are approximately 10 Na-
tional Health Boards for IHS, and we
are currently the only IHS area with-
out a National Board. While there is a
proposal for this board, our tribe is in-
vestigating the pros and cons of estab-
lishing a board. Statistics show the ar-
eas with a National Board do, in fact,
receive proportionately larger funding
allocations.

Earlier this month, our tribe hired
a consultant to train our tribal citizens
in “trap net fishing.” Trap netting is a
commercial style of fishing similar to
“gillnet” fishing. Both styles catch large
quantities of fish, but the trap netis a
more fish friendly style of fishing.

The Vice Chairman and I have
been active on the Asian Carp issues.
The Chippewa Ottawa Resource Au-
thority (CORA) Chairman is looking
at forming a group for dealing with
the Asian Carp.

I would like to remind tribal cit-
izens that the Chairman and Vice
Chairman have an open door policy
for ALL tribal citizens. If you are un-
able to visit our office with your con-
cerns due to geographical location,
please call and we are happy to set up
a conference call.

Marie, MI; this program provides the
resources and technical assistance associated with the installation of a new
well and sanitation service or replacement of deficient existing well/septic.

Credit Counseling: We ﬁrgvide confidential advice and referrals to
assist tribal citizens in regaining their financial stability and credibility.

Tribal Housing Rental Program: This program is designed to
assist families, for a limited time, until permanent housing can be found.
Please submit a letter of interest and your application will be put on our waiting
list for when LTBB rentals become available.

The 3rd Annual Jiimaan Journey
was a success even though the weather
did not cooperate.

We had a total of 23 youth attend
the journey. We started the journey off
with some slight rain as we walked our
way to the jiimaans in Conway, ML
Crooked Lake was covered in fogas we
started our first leg of paddling, how-
ever, we made it through the fog to
Burt Lake State Park in Indian River,
M], after a long day on the water.

On Tuesday night, June 22,2010,
Carla McFall and Margaret Gasco
from the Gijigowi Language Depart-
ment came to start the process of mak-
ing shakers with the youth. On
Wednesday, June 23, 2010, we spent
the day at Burt Lake State Park, and we
had Renee Wasson Dillard come out
and teach Black Ash basket making,
and Todd Parker teach copper bowl
making with the youth. In the end, all
the youth had a black ask basket and a
copper bowl to take home with them.
On Thursday, June 24, 2010, we set
out on our second day of paddling
which ended at Aloha State Park in
Cheboygan, MI. This was a hard day of
paddling when we got to Mullet Lake
in Cheboygan County, MI. The winds
were strong, and the waves kept us
rocking, but we made it to Aloha State
Park. We even had a visit from the
sheriff as a very concerned person
called in because of how dangerous
and small our jiimaans seemed to be.
Fortunately, we made it through the
waves! On Wednesday, June 23,2010,
we set up camp and had some free time
in the evening. On Thursday, June 24,
2010, we spent the whole day at Aloha

State Park where it rained nearly the
whole time. However, we made the
best of it. On Thursday morning (June
24,2010), we finished our shakers with
McFall and Gasco, and all the youth
had shakers to take home with them.
Due to the rain, we ended up takinga
trip into Cheboygan to catch a movie.
The youth had the option to cither see
Toy Story 3 or the A-Team. The sun
came out while we were at the movies,
however, after we left, it started to rain
again! Thursday evening, June 24,
2010, we were supposed to do a con-
cert in the park with storytelling and
the women’s hand drum group, how-
ever, it was raining, so the event was
cancelled. Frank and Rochelle Et-
tawageshik came out and told stories to
the youth. It was nice to be able to sit
and listen to some stories. The youth
then had the choice to stay on the jour-
ney or go home. Almost everyone’s
blankets and clothes were wet, and the
tents were in puddles of water. We had
10 youth stay Thursday night, June 24,
2010. Luckily for the 10 remaining
youth, the weather cleared, and we
completed the journey on Saturday,
June 26, 2010, ending at Gordon
Turner Park in Cheboygan! All of the
youth who attended did an awesome
job, and I would like to say miigwech
to all of them; without their involve-
ment, it wouldn’t have been such a
great success!

There were many people who
helped to make this event happen. I
would like to say chi-miigwech to the
following people: Fred Harrington, Jr.
for the jiimaans, Carla McFall and
Margaret Gasco for the shakers and all
the support, Renee Wasson Dillard
and Edward Peterson for teaching the
youth Black Ash basket making, Todd

Parker and his family for teaching cop-
per bowl making, and all of the people
who came out to help us paddle: Jean-
nie Norris, Phil Harmon, Bernadece
Kiogima, Ricky Norberg, Regina
Brubacker-Carver, Rachel Peariso and
Ken Harrington.

I would also like to note Norris,
Norbergand Peariso were also some of
the brave souls to spend a night with
us. Brubacker-Carver spent every day
with us, and I truly appreciate all of
the help she gave!

Talso can't send enough thanks to
our wonderful cooks, Cathy Davis,
Megan Preston and Molly Preston for
all of their hard work and dedication
during the week. Miigwech to Mike
McCreery and Roger Willis for their
help with the journey, making sure all
is well on the water, and of course, for
all of the encouragement along the
way.

The Drum

The drum calls the dancers into the dance arena and
symbolizes a heartbeat. Some songs are very old and passed
down from generation to generation. Some songs are new and
are created by individual members of the drum group. The
songs are usually sung in the group’s Native language. Usually,
women do not sit at the drum or beat the drum. If women
sing, they may sit or stand in the second row behind the men.

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Grand Entry

The pow wow begins with a grand entry in which all the
people enter the dance arena. During grand entry, everyone is
asked to stand as the flags are brought into the arena. The flags
carried generally include the US. flag, tribal flags, Prisoners of
War flags and eagle staffs. These are carried by veterans. Fol-
lowing the veterans are other important guests including
tribal chiefs, princesses and the head dancers. Next in line are
the men dancers followed by the women dancers. Once every-
one is in the arena, the song ends, and a flag song is sung.

Flag Song
People should remain standing during the flag song. Na-
tive Americans hold the U.S. flag in an honored position de-
spite the horrible treatment received from this country. The
flag has a dual meaning. First, it is a way to remember all of the
ancestors who fought against this country. Secondly, it is a
symbol of the United States, which Native Americans are
now a part of. It also reminds people of those who have fought
for this country. A veterans song follows the flag song.

Veterans Song

People should remain standing during the veterans song.
The head veteran, who is selected by the pow wow commit-
tee, leads the procession during this song. It is sung to honor
all veterans. All veterans, Native and non-Native, are invited
to participate. In Native American culture, veterans have al-
ways been honored and respected for being warriors. Usually,
dancers and spectators shake the hands of the veterans and
personally thank them for their service before joining in the
procession behind them. An invocation follows the veterans
song.

Invocation

A respected member of the tribal community is asked to
give an invocation or prayer in his or her Native language. Peo-
ple should remain standing during the invocation.

Intertribals

Intertribal dances are a chance for everyone to join. Any-
one can participate in these dances, which bring the commu-
nity together.

began the jingle dress tradition. She lived
in a village crippled with great sickness.
She longed to help her people and
dreamed about the jingle dress for four
nights. After the fourth night, she asked
her grandmother what the dream meant.
The grandmother told her to make the
dress because it would stop the sickness.

Women’s Fancy
The female fancy shawl dance is
thought to have originated as the but-
terfly dance.

She travels the world look-
ing for happiness, stepping on every
rock until she finds beauty in just one.
Her emergence from the cocoon cel-
ebrates freedom and a new life. The re-
galia consists of a colorful shawl worn
around the shoulders and a cloth dress
with brigh, intricate beadwork. Con-
trary to popular belief, this dance is
not a traditional women’s style. It
: ' originated up north as a tourist and
- competition dance in the early 1950s and 1960, filtering down to the
south where it became more popular in the mid 1970s and 1980s. For
years, women had struggled to find their place in the dance arena fight-
ing conformity among other things. This was a revolutionary break-
through for the younger women who longed for a more stylish ap-
proach to traditional dance.

Men’s
Grass Dance

The grass dance style is a
very old dance rich in his-
tory which has become
very popular. In the old
days, it was the job of the
grass dancers to flatten
the grass in the arena
before a pow wow. The
name “grass” does not
come from the stomping
of grass, but it comes
from the old habit of
tying braids of sweet grass
to the dancer’s belts, producing a swaying effect. Today, grass
dancers resemble a multi-colored swaying mass of yarn or
fringe on the dance floor. The grass dance is a very fluid and
bendable style with the dancers trying to move their fringe in
as many places as possible at once. The grass dance style was
born in the north, but its popularity has spread south.

Appropriate clothing is mandatory in the dance arena and throughout the
pow wow grounds.

Alcohol and drugs are not permitted in and around the pow wow grounds.
Most gatherings will not tolerate anyone under the influence of the afore-
mentioned, which in most cases, results in the immediate dismissal from the
pow wow area. Pets are not permitted on the pow wow grounds.

A woman in her menstrual cycle is not permitted into the dance arena.

Photographs are not permitted during the flag song, veterans song, honor
songs and the retiring of the flags unless stated otherwise by the MC.

Please stand during the grand entry, flag song, veterans song and invoca-
tion if you are physically able to do so.

The drum arbor or drum pit is designated for singers only.

Specific seating is usually provided for elders. Keeping the pow wow
grounds clean is everyone’s responsibility.

The seating around the arena is reserved for dancers in regalia.

Listen to the master of ceremonies. He will announce who is to dance and
when.

Respect the head male and head female dancers. Their role entitles them
to start each song or set of songs. Please wait until they have started to dance
before you join in.

Some songs require you be familiar with the routine or have special eli-
gibility rules in order to participate. Trot dances, snake, buffalo, etc. require par-
ticular steps or routines. Veteran dances may be restricted to veterans, combat
veterans or in some cases, the relations of veterans. If you are not familiar with
a particular dance, observe and learn. Watch the head dancers to learn the
proper procedures. Certain items of religious significance should be worn
only by those qualified to do so. Respect the traditions. Never intentionally
touch another dancer’s regalia, person or property without permission. Give-
aways, attributes of Indian generosity, are held at many pow wows. When called
to receive a gift, please only take one item as the pow wow committee has sev-
eral people to thank and give gifts to.

Before sitting at a drum, ask permission from the head singer. Do not
touch a drum without permission. If you see a lost feather, or you yourself drop
a feather, do not pick it up. Notify the nearest veteran, the head veteran
dancer, head male dancer or arena director immediately.

If taking photographs or videotaping drummers or dancers, ask for per-
mission first. A dancer’s clothing is regalia, not a costume. If you have a ques-
tion, ask. Most dancers, singers, elders and staff are happy to help.

SOMETIMES, |

In traditional Anishinaabe teachings, our people have always had a close
relationship with Ma’iingan (the wolf).

When Nanaboozhoo (First Man) first walked the earth, he realized all the
beings of creation had others like themselves. This made Nanaboozhoo lonely,
and he longed for a companion.

Therefore, he talked to the Creator about it. The Creator agreed that, like
the other beings, Nanaboozhoo needed others like himself; so the Creator

N =@ | promised to send down to Nana-
\ boozhoo somebody to be his best friend.

Together, Nanaboozhoo and his

best friend, Ma’iingan, were given the

important job of namingall of creation.
While doing this important work, and
while playing together, they became
brothers. Once their job was done, the
Creator told them they would always
have a strong bond and live parallel lives.
£ | However, it was time for them to part
)| ways and walk separate paths.
We still have a unique relationship
with the wolf and modern, domestic
dogs. “Man’s Best Friend” has descended
2 from Mz’iingan. It is believed both the
positive and negative things that have happened to wolf populations have also

happened to the Anishinaabek at the same time.

For example, our social structures are the same (villages/bands and packs),
we both choose one mate for life, our traditional homelands have been en-
croached upon, and we have developed similar health problems with the in-
troduction of foreign disease and lifestyles. We have always shared similar life
paths throughout history.

However, we must always keep in mind the teachings of the Creator when
holding ceremonies and keep in mind the promise made by First Man and Ma’i-
ingan. Not only is this practice an important spiritual belief of our people, it
is also an important safety issue for our friends.

The second weekend in August is often a very hot one, and no one wants
a pet to suffer in a swelteringly hot car because it is not allowed to be near our
ceremony.

This is why dogs, even though they may be an important part of our fam-
ilies, are asked to refrain from joining us at pow wow time, during sacred fires,
at feasts or at other cultural/spiritual gatherings.

The Odawa
Homecoming Queen began to be re-
ferred to as “Miss Odawa Nation.”

Every year the Odawa Home-
coming Pow Wow has been held, we
have had a “Miss Odawa” chosen
based on competitions in public
speaking, knowledge of culture and
history, overall poise and dance skill.

Again this year, we have young
ladies who have the desire to give back
to their community by becoming
Miss Odawa Nation. As they
compete for the title, they
act as bridges between
the past and future.

LICENSE OF GREEKTOWN CASINO TRANSFERRED FROM
THE SAULT STE. MARIE TRIBE OF CHIPPEWA INDIANS TO IN-
VESTORS

In an article titled, “Board Clears Way for Greektown Casino
to Have New Owners,” the Derroir Free Press reported the Michi-
gan Gaming Control Board unanimously approved on June 28,
2010 the transfer of interest in the Greektown Casino in Detroit,
MLI, to a group of investors, including several hedge funds.
The decision came after a hearing that lasted more than four

hours on June 28,2010. This was despite objections from several
members of the Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians,
whose interest was erased in
bankruptcy proceedings. (g
Casino debt peaked at $875

million, but when the new

entity, Greektown Super-
holdings, emerges from i
bankruptcy, it will carry a [
debt of $385 million.

Several members of |}
the Sault Tribe objected to
the decision “saying the
board was rushing the ap- {8
proval in five months, com-
pared with the 2% years of
scrutiny the tribe withstood
before being approved.”

State law requires any-
one who owns more than 5% of a casino to undergo a back-
ground check to confirm fit character. The board approved waiv-
ing that requirement for the hedge funds and several mutual
funds, which combined will own almost 68% of the new entity.

The board granted the waivers after gaming board staffers
and officials from the Michigan Attorney General’s Office struck
agreements with the funds to provide disclosure above and be-
yond what is required by the U.S. Securities and Exchange Com-
mission.
